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Joy after Mereham 
plan is thrown out 



CAMPAIGNERS against a 
controversial new town have 
spoken of their joy after 
plans for the 5,000-home 
Mereham settlement were 
thrown out by the Govern¬ 
ment. 

Secretary of State for Com¬ 
munities, Hazel Blears, 
announced last Friday she had 
refused permission for the much- 
criticised development, which 
could have been built off the A10 
near Stretham. 

Ms Blears agreed with nearly all the 
recommendations of a 248-page report 
by planning inspector Richard Ogier, 
who concluded Mereham should be 
rejected because it would cause 
“chronic” traffic problems on the A10 
as it became “grossly overloaded” with 
extra commuter traffic. 

She also backed Mr Ogier’s decision 
to dismiss the Multiplex Stannifer 
scheme because he felt Mereham 
would be a “largely dormitory 
settlement”, merging Wilburton and 
Stretham and causing the two villages 
to lose their identities. 

Opponents of the scheme reacted 
with delight to the news of Ms Blears’ 
decision, which followed the announce¬ 
ment by Tesco that it had dropped 
plans for its Hanley Grange eco-town, 
near Hinxton, in south Cambridge¬ 
shire. 

Cllr Bill Hunt, who led the Say No to 
Mereham campaign, and represents 
Stretham for East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC), said: “This is 
the best news I have heard all year - it 
goes to show that when people stand up 
and fight against something they 
believe in their voices can be heard. 

“I am so proud of all the people who 
have been involved in the Say No to 
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Mereham campaign. They have spent 
many hours working to bring about 
today’s decision for no other reward 
than their desire to protect their way of 
life. 

“We all said throughout that building 
5,000 new homes in the middle of the 
countryside without thinking about the 
consequences this would have on the 
area was an absolute folly and we have 
been proved right. 

“Let’s hope this sets a precedent, that 
no large developer will ever try to force 
its way into an area of our countryside 
again.” 

South East Cambridgeshire MP Jim 
Paice said: “I am not surprised by this 
decision, but I am still relieved to hear 
it. 

“It was a dreadful application and 
badly proposed. 

“There has been a massive outcry 
from people as they knew the traffic 
implications for the A10 would have 
been horrendous - this decision is 
great news for Cambridgeshire.” 

The news followed a nine-month wait 
since the end of a three-month public 
inquiry into Mereham, which heard 
how all levels of local democracy - 
including parish, district and county 
councils - had united against the plans. 

Mr Ogier’s report concluded that 
residents were right to fear gridlock on 
the A10 if Mereham got the go-ahead, 
while he also raised doubts whether 
Multiplex would deliver its promises on 
providing 40 per cent affordable 
housing. 

Ms Blears also agreed with his belief 
that Mereham was not needed to help 
ECDC deliver the 2,800 homes a year - 
required under the East of England 
Plan - as the council was on course to 
hit this target.

the charity.”

Council ‘shooting itself in 
foot’ over CAB funding cut 


THERE have been fresh 
calls to save a vital advice 
service after it emerged 
the number of people 
seeking help for debt- 
related problems has 
soared. 

Soham’s Citizens Advice 
Bureau (CAB), which operates 
from an office in Churchgate 
Street, is set to close this month 
after its £7,000-a-year funding 
was cut by Cambridgeshire 
County Council. 

But campaigners have called 
for the council to reinstate the 
allowance after new figures 
showed a sharp increase in 
people asking for advice on 
debt, housing and benefits 
problems. 

Statistics released recently 
show Ely CAB, which operates 
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the one day a week service, 
dealt with 408 clients with debt 
problems in the year 2007-08 - 
an increase of 133 per cent on 
the 175 people seen in the 
previous 12 months. 

The total number of people 
contacting the two CABs about 
debt was also up by 18 per cent 
- from 1,712 to 2,019 - due to 
increasing redundancies and 
soaring living costs. Total visits 
and calls to the district’s 
service were also up 14 per cent 
from 7,617 to 8,431. 

Soham county councillor 
Judy Broadway said: “The 
people they are helping in 
Soham are exactly those who 
we should be targeting with 


this help and advice, especially 
in these tough times. 

“It’s a very approachable 
service that many people use 
and Soham is a place where it’s 
needed more than most. 

“The county council is 
shooting itself in the foot by 
cutting the funding as it will 
mean fewer people will claim 
the benefits they are entitled to 
and therefore Government 
funding linked to deprivation 
will be reduced accordingly” 
Beverley Howard, manager of 
Ely and Soham CAB, said: 
“Demand for our services is 
increasing in difficult financial 
times, so it’s a shame we have 
to reduce our services. 

“We have also seen a 
significant increase in employ¬ 
ment problems, with a number 
of people coming to us for 


advice on redundancies. These 
problems are all signs that 
people are struggling finan¬ 
cially.” 

The Soham service has helped 
around 40 people a month apply 
for benefits, which allowed 
residents to claim £500,000 of 
Government cash in 2007-08. 

Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil had given East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire CAB £21,000 as part 
of a county-wide three-year 
scheme to support benefits 
advice, but the funding was 
stopped this year. 

Soham Town Council has 
already acted to try to shore up 
the service until the end of 
September with a grant of 
£1,000, while a bid for a £30,000 
grant has been submitted to the 
Local Partnership Strategic 
Alliance.

Council leader Fred Brown 
said: “We have said throughout 
that this town was not wanted or 
needed and thankfully the 
Secretary of State has listened to 
our voices. 

“It is unbelievable that the 
developers ever thought their 
plans would succeed.” 

Maureen Harrington, spokes¬ 
man for Stretham and Wilburton 
Parish Council, added: “This 
town or something very similar 
has been on the cards since 1986 - 
I hope this decision will finally be 
the end of it.” 

Cllr Gareth Wilson, leader of 
East Cambridgeshire Liberal 
Democrats, added: “This is a vic¬ 
tory for everyone who has fought 
so hard to stop these plans.” 

Cllr Matt Bradney, cabinet 
member for growth and 
infrastructure at Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council, said: “It 
would have completely destroyed 
the lives of the thousands of 
residents in East Cambridge¬ 
shire. 

“What this decision goes to 
show is local people can make a 
difference when they come 
together.” 

Christian Barber, spokesman 
for Multiplex Stannifer, which is 
now called Brookfield Europe, 
said: “It is a disappointing 
decision, particularly given the 
difficulties bringing forward 
other sites in Cambridgeshire 
and the recent exclusion of 
Hanley Grange.” 

When asked if the company 
would appeal, he said: “We are 
considering our options.”

Yob’s ‘stupid’ driving 
caught on camera 


Teenager threatened 
to assault councillor

A BRAVE council leader 
was threatened and ver¬ 
bally abused after he took 
a photo of a boy racer who 
was terrorising his neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

Cllr Fred Brown, leader of 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, was confronted by 18- 
year-old Jason Woodbridge after 
he snapped the young driver 
screeching round the car park of 
St George’s Medical Centre, in 
Littleport, Ely Magistrates’ 
Court heard. 

The court heard how the boy 
racer had been performing hand¬ 
brake turns and other dangerous 
wheel-spin tricks in his Vauxhall 
Corsa on the afternoon of August 
19 - just yards away from where 
young children were walking. 

But when Woodbridge, a 
heavily built farm hand, saw the 
60-year-old council leader hold¬ 
ing a camera, he angrily con¬ 
fronted him and threatened to 
“smash his head to a pulp”. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, 
said: “The man was very shocked 
by what he had seen and had 
taken a camera out to take 
pictures. 

“The defendant shouted at him 
‘Have you got a problem - if you 


want make something of it, I will 
smash your head to a pulp’.” 

Cllr Brown told the Weekly 
News : “If you saw how close he 
was to that young girl on the 
pavement, you would understand 
why I took the pictures.” 

The photos later led to the 
arrest of Woodbridge, of Steward 
Close, Stuntney, who admitted to 
police that his driving had been 
dangerous. 

He appeared at Ely Magi¬ 
strates’ Court last Thursday, 
where he admitted driving 
without due care and attention 
and threatening behaviour 
towards the councillor. He was 
ordered to serve 120 hours of 
community service. 

He said: “I am very sorry for 
my actions - I know my driving 
was very poor. I am very sorry 

The Littleport medical centre 
car park has been plagued by boy 
racers in the recent years, with 
medical bosses installing their 
own speed bumps to stop it from 
being used as a race track. 

Vandalism, underage drinking 
and anti-social behaviour from 
rowdy youths have also been rife 
at the car park, with residents 


calling on police for tougher 
policing of the area. 

It is not the first time Cllr 
Brown has clashed with local 
youths. 

In March last year, he was 
acquitted of assaulting 14-year- 
old Luke Rainford in his 
Littleport launderette after 
magistrates heard how he used 
reasonable force in slapping the 
abusive youngster, who had been 
causing trouble in the shop. 

Last Thursday, Bryant Watson, 
chairman of the bench, refrained 
from banning Woodbridge from 
the road as it could harm his 
chances of finding work. 

Instead, Woodbridge had five 
penalty points added to his 
licence - on top of six existing 
points - leaving him just a point 
away from the 12 needed for 
disqualification. 

Mr Watson said: “It was a 
stupid thing to do - in terms of 
driving, this court will not 
tolerate this behaviour. 

“I am giving you the oppor¬ 
tunity to continue to find work. 
You are a young man, but if you 
abuse this chance you will soon 
find yourself back in here.”

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Extra cash call 
for new homes 


Plea follows scrapping 
of plans for two towns 
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HOUSING chiefs 
have called for extra 
cash to help Ely’s 
expansion plans 
after two new towns 
proposed for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire were 
scrapped in a week. 

Alex Plant, chief 
executive of Cambridge¬ 
shire Horizons, the 
development body respon¬ 
sible for ensuring the 
delivery of 47,500 homes 
in Cambridgeshire by 
2016, has urged the 
Government to back 
moves to build 3,000 news 
homes in Ely following 
the collapse of the Mere- 
ham and Hanley Grange 
projects last week. 

The much-criticised 
Mereham plan, which 
would have seen the 
construction of 5,000 new 
homes off the A10, near 
Stretham, was rejected by 
Secretary of State for 
Communities Hazel 
Blears on Friday, while 
last Thursday saw Tesco 
drop controversial prop¬ 
osals to build its Hanley 
Grange eco-town near 
Hinxton, in south 
Cambridgeshire. 

Now development 
chiefs have called on the 
Government to provide 
more funding to deliver 
“sustainable” growth 


projects, such as the Ely 
Masterplan, instead of 
more unpopular eco- 
towns. 

Mr Plant said: “We 
desperately need addi¬ 
tional housing in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire to meet the 
needs of our growing 
population. 

“We also want new 
developments to be in the 
right place, well-connect¬ 
ed to existing urban 
centres and able to access 
jobs to match the hous¬ 
ing, and take advantage of 
retail and leisure facili¬ 
ties. 

“These really are an 
exciting and important 
part of our growth 
plans.” 

Cambridgeshire Hor¬ 
izons has called on the 
Government for more 
support which is needed 
to deliver the Ely Master- 
plan as well as other 
major housing projects, 
such as a 5,000-home 
development in St Neots. 

Peter Moakes, chair¬ 
man of East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council’s 
strategic development 
committee, said: “Even 
though things are slowing 
across the country due to 
the economic situation, 
growth is inevitable. 

“There is still an 


imbalance in the housing 
market between supply 
and demand and there is 
a real need for housing in 
Ely and across Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

“Ely has been growing 
steadily over the last 10 
years with around 350 
houses a year, but that 
does tend to go unnoticed. 

“The Masterplan recog¬ 
nises all the current 
factors and aims to make 
the most out of Ely and 
bring the best to it. 

“We have a population 
of around 18,000 and to be 
sustainable you really 
need between 25,000 and 
30,000 people. 

“This equates to 
around 3,000 homes 
needed at least, which, 
with sufficient transport 
links, community facil¬ 
ities and services, would 
make it sustainable. 

“But this is just the 
beginning - we have to 
look into so many things 
before houses start being 
built, ranging from water 
supply to sewage capacity 
and even facilities for the 
elderly and children. 

“Growth is reality for 
the whole country, in¬ 
cluding Ely and in order 
for the community to 
progress, it will be 
happening.” 
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A SURPRISE donation of 
£50,000 has allowed work 
to start on a scout hut 
after more than 15 years 
of fundraising. 

Demolition work on the head¬ 
quarters of the 1st Ely Scout 
Group in St John’s Road, Ely, 
began last week following the 
massive cash windfall from 
Waste Recycling Environmental 
(Wren), an body which distrib¬ 
utes landfill tax money 

The £50,000 will be added to 
the £125,000 raised by Ely scouts 
and leaders over the years to 
fund a modern brick building, 
which will have a kitchen, 
toilets and central heating. 

David Bent, the group’s chair¬ 
man, said: “It was a wonderful 
surprise to receive this money 
We never expected to get the full 
£50,000 we needed. 

“We were told by the manager 
at Wren that they never gave 
out the full amount we asked 
for, so it’s very pleasing to 
finally secure the money we 
need.”

“The current building is old, 
cold and decrepit,” Mr Bent 
said. “Our group moved in 1964 
and it was second-hand then, so 
it definitely needs replacing. 

“It’s only one room, but this 
new building will have extra 
rooms and much better facili¬ 
ties. We’re one of the bigger 
groups in Cambridgeshire, with 
about 80 scouts, cubs and 
beavers attending each week. 

“The new building will give 
the group a lift and will ensure 
scouting continues in Ely for 
future generations.” 

The scout hut has also been 
funded by a £43,000 grant from 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, a legacy of £50,000 left 
to the scout group four years 


ago and fundraising events by 
scouts over the years. 

It will be built by Ely builders 
Norman & Nicholas, with 
scouts pitching in with painting 
and decorating tasks towards 
the end of the construction. It 
has been designed by a local 
architect, who donated his time 
and labour free of charge. 

Sarah Gosling, Wren project 
manager for Norfolk, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Suffolk, said: 
“This is an excellent demon¬ 
stration of successful teamwork 
delivering a much improved 
venue, not only for the original 
users but also for many other 
organisations and individuals 
across the community.” 

Among the local landfill and 
recycling sites contributing to 
the £50,000 grant are Milton, 
Grunty Fen, Brampton and 
March.

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Lovelorn teen gets 
restraining order 


A HEARTBROKEN teen¬ 
ager has been handed a 
restraining order after he 
ignored police warnings 
not to contact his ex-girl- 
friend. 

Gap year student Robert 
Knighton, 19, appeared at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court last Thurs¬ 
day where he admitted repeat¬ 
edly texting and emailing his 
former sweetheart Emily 
Robson during a six-week 
period in June and July 

The court heard how the 
former Long Road Sixth Form 
pupil, of Orchard Estate, Little 
Downham, had been warned by 
police about his behaviour on 
June 2 after Miss Robson had 
dumped him. 

But Knighton, who is now an 
ice cream vendor in Cambridge 
city centre, continued to contact 
his former girlfriend by ringing 
and texting her, as well as 
approaching her in town or

outside her workplace. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, 
said: “He pursued a course of 
continued harassment of Emily 
Robson. 

“She has detailed 12 incidents 
of contact since the prosecution 
order was given on June 2.” 

But Michael Judkins, defend¬ 
ing, said the teenager had only 
wanted to find out why he had 
been dumped, rather than 
intimidate or harass his ex. 

He said: “He wanted her to 
speak to him, but she rebuffed 
that effort and, from that point, 
he should never have continued 
to pursue contact. 

“But he still felt affection for 
her. If he could have just spoken 
to her, it would have helped him. 
This contact never had a greater 
purpose - there was no intimi¬ 
dation or threats. 

“In fact, the personal encount¬ 


ers occurred when they were 
both out with their own friends 
and happened to come across 
each other. 

“She shouted at him saying ‘I 
need you to leave me alone’ and 
he then walked off. 

“No nasty or severe harm has 
been caused to the victim 
psychologically or otherwise. 
However, when the police told 
him this was a serious matter, 
he should never have con¬ 
tinued.” 

Watched by both his parents, 
Knighton pleaded guilty to 
harassment and was handed a 
six-month restraining order by 
magistrates. 

Chairman of the bench Bry¬ 
ant Watson said: “You dropped 
into this court through a very 
silly thing. If a lady says no 
contact, it means no contact.” 

Knighton was fined £85 and 
ordered to pay £60 costs and a 
£15 victim surcharge.

A RECOVERING heroin 
addict has been spared 
jail after giving up her 
long-term habit for three 
months.

Sir, I was completely shocked by 
two articles in the Ely Weekly 
News, August 21 - your front page 
story Radical plan’s £1.2m bid to 
cut congestion, by Jack Grove, 
and another article, Axing buses 
may ‘cut off villages’ by Chris 
Havergal. 

On the £1.2m plan to increase 
walking, cycling and use of public 
transport in Ely market town. This 
strategy could lead to creating 10 
new cycle paths in the cathedral 
city as well as new street lighting, 
bike racks, street signs and new 
real time information screens 
when buses will arrive, if this is a 
way to help people leave their 


cars at home. 

It follows a survey by the county 
council’s transport teams last year, 
reporting that 80 per cent of all 
journeys in Ely in an average 12- 
hour day were made by car or 
taxi, while just three per cent 
walked and one per cent cycled. 
Then we turn to Page 7 and read 
villagers will be left stranded if 
proposed cuts to their bus service 
get the go-ahead. The axe is 
hanging over the Thursday service 
bringing shoppers into Ely from 
surrounding areas after it was 
announced the county council 
was proposing to drop the 
subsidy. 


The future of three routes is 
looking grim - the 115 from Little 
Downham, the 116 from Coveney 
and Wardy Hill and the 117 from 
Upware and Soham 
To my mind on the one hand 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
wants to waste £1.2m building 
cycle and walkways around Ely, 
and on the other hand it wants to 
scrap subsidies of £300,000.

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Vaccination call as 
measles returns for 
first time in decade 


DOCTORS have issued a 
warning about the need to 
immunise children again¬ 
st measles after the dis¬ 
ease returned to East 
Cambridgeshire for the 
first time in a decade. 

Three young babies, between 
the ages of four and 17 months, 
were treated at Soham’s 
Staploe Medical Centre in July 
for the disease - which in some 
cases can cause severe 
disability or even death - while 
a further nine cases of measles 
were reported across the 
district last month. 

It follows a 10-year absence 
from the district - although 
doctors claim the cases are a 
“one-off” as most of the people 
affected come from the same 
family 

One doctor working in 
Soham, who did not want to be 
named, said: “Nationally 
measles cases are increasing - 
this is probably due to the 
decrease in immunisation 
against measles following the 
MMR scare. 

“An overwhelming weight of 
evidence proves that the MMR

is safe. We do not advocate the 
single vaccines which are less 
safe. 

“We urge parents to ensure 
their children are immunised 
with the MMR vaccine at the 
appropriate time, at 12 to 15 
months then again at three to 
five years.” 

Government figures show 
there were 971 confirmed cases 
of measles in England in 2007, 
an increase of 31 per cent from 
740 cases in 2006. However, 
there have already been 656 
cases in the first six months of 
2008. 

In the East of England, there 
were just five cases in 1997, but 
37 during the six months until 
June this year. 

Dr Kate King, a medical 
specialist in health protection 
at the Norfolk, Suffolk and 
Cambridge health protection 
unit, said: “Two of the recent 
cases in east Cambridgeshire 
had to be admitted to hospital 
for a couple of days to be 
nursed, and they needed help. 


“Measles will make you ill, 
will take you to hospital and 
then it could take you through 
to death. 

“We only bother to immu¬ 
nise against diseases which 
are dangerous. 

“Some of those in east Cam¬ 
bridgeshire who contracted the 
disease in July were above the 
age of 18. If you haven’t had 
the vaccination, you could 
catch it at any age.” 

Dr King added: “I think it 
should remain voluntary. In 
the US they do have a system 
where children need to be 
vaccinated to begin school, and 
this leaves lots of them having 
it done just before going to 
school, rather than at the 
necessary ages. This leaves 
them more vulnerable for 
longer. That is not to say 
children shouldn’t have it, 
though.” 

Between January and March 
2008, 83 per cent of those child¬ 
ren in the East of England who 
were approaching their second 
birthday had been given their 
first dose of MMR, and 78 per 
cent of five year olds had had 
both doses of the vaccine.

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Residents relieved 
as contaminated 
land is cleaned up 


LONG-SUFFERING 
homeowners living 
on contaminated 
land can finally put 
their five-year “liv¬ 
ing nightmare” be¬ 
hind them. 

Work to decontaminate 
29 homes at the site of a 
former gasworks on Old 
School Close and Ponts 
Hill, in Littleport, is now 
complete. 

Residents have been 
battling since April 2003 to 
get the land, poisoned 
with mercury and cancer- 
causing chemicals, clean¬ 
ed up after they were 
unable to sell or re¬ 
mortgage their properties. 

The work, which has 
seen more than 5,000 
tonnes of soil taken away, 
involved excavating all 
gardens and landscaped 
areas to remove anything 
deemed as a health risk to 
residents. 

Amanda Murfitt, a 
mother of two who lives 
in Old School Close, was 
relieved that her family 
could now live in peace. 

She said: “It is such 
good news that finally the 
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street is back to normal 
but without the nasty 
chemicals. 

“Things have dragged 
on and these past five 
years have been an 
extremely tough time. 

“It literally has taken 
over everyone’s lives. 

“But things now look 
good and the street looks 
fresh and we are looking 
forward to planting up all 
the green areas.” 

Each household will 
now receive £200 to give 
their gardens a new lease 
of life after the decontam¬ 
ination works. 

John Alexander, who 
became chairman of the 
Old School Close Resi¬ 
dents’ Association, when 
his daughter’s house was 
found to be severely 
affected, said: “Absolutely 
fantastic news that the 
work is now complete and 
people can finally put the 
past behind them. 

“Whether people want 
to stay in their homes or 
sell-up, which they will 
now be able to do, I am 


sure they will all be 
relieved. 

“Everything looks very 
smart - we have nice 
grass areas as well as 
paving and decent fencing 
which is good. 

“We can finally put this 
nightmare behind us.” 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council commit¬ 
ted £370,000 of funding to 
the decontamination and 
more than £254,000 from 
DEFRA was used to pay 
for the work. 

Liz Knox, head of 
Environmental Services 
at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, said: 
“The last few months have 
seen the culmination of 
years of hard work 
dealing with technical, 
legal and funding prob¬ 
lems. 

“More importantly resi¬ 
dents can now move on 
with their lives. 

“We believe that with 
the culmination of this 
work this chapter of 
Littleport’s history is now 
closed, and by working 
with residents we have 
managed to come through 
a very difficult journey”

The Fabia looks and feels very nicely 
put together, and the interior is well 
designed with quality plastics for such 
a reasonably priced car. There’s 
enough standard equipment - 
including a CD player, aircon, 
electrically heated and adjustable door 
mirrors and a trip computer - to feel 
adequately kitted out. It’s also 
spacious, with outstanding head and 
legroom and you get 480 litres with the 
seats up, and an incredible 1,460 litres 
with the rear seats folded down. 

The estate does however look far 
more ponderous than the hatchback, 
and seems a bit “under-tyred” but 
that’s because it sits on those economy 
14-inch alloys. There is, as always, a 
price to be paid for this level of 
motoring piety. Tyres that aid 
economy are going to offer less 
traction, so you need to approach 
corners with a gentle touch unless you 
fancy understeering into the nearest 
cornfield. 

The other big, noticeable difference 
between this and your normal Skoda 
Fabia is the gearing. The ultra¬ 
efficient 3-cylinder turbodiesel is a 
game little unit, if a little noisy, and 
the long gearing means that on the 
motorway you cruise at extremely low 
engine speeds, making for tranquil 
long distance journeys. That said, 
there’s nothing wrong with the 
gearbox, which is slick and accurate 
enough to use. 


Basically... 

For running costs there’s nothing on 
the market that currently beats the 
GreenLine estate, and as an ownership 
proposition this is a very sound buy - 
and very much a car for its time.

GOLDIE Sayers marked the 
return from her Olympic odyssey 
with a win in the Games 
homecoming event, the Aviva 
British Grand Prix in Gateshead. 
Sayers threw 61.62m for first 
place in wet conditions in the 
north east, a significant distance 
down on her 65.75m 
achievement in the javelin final in 
Beijing. And 10 days after her 
sterling performance to set a 
national record and earn fourth 
spot at the Olympics, the scale 
of her achievement is starting 
to sink in. 

“I’m still a bit gutted, but my 
over-riding feeling is one of 
satisfaction, but I want more in 
the next few years,” said 
26-year-old Sayers. 

“The standard was so high and 
that was not to be expected. As 
a performance, it was pretty 


good. The only thing was my 
fifth round was better than my 
first round but, because of the 
weather, it didn’t go as far.” 
Czech Republic’s Barbara 
Spotakova won the gold medal 
in China, with Russia’s Maria 
Abakumova second and 
Germany’s Christina Obergfoll 
third, with an effort 38cm 
further than Sayers’. 

“In the next few years, it will be 
between the four of us,” she 
said. “It could be the making of 
me coming fourth. I’ve got lots 
that I can improve on in the 
next four years. 

“The three who were above me 
have not got that much further 
to go in terms of physical 
prowess. I think it will be us 
three or four for the next few 
years, which is quite exciting.”

RUSSELL Flitton put Ely 
ahead but could not prevent 
them losing 2-1 at home to 
Wivenhoe in the Ridgeons 
League, Premier Division.

Charles Libam 
had a couple of decent efforts early 
on, but it was all downhill from 
there for Rangers, who had Martin 
Bromwich sent off in the second 
half after dubiously picking up a 
second booking for handball. 
Benjamin was fuming with his side, 
who edged out Needham Market to 
take the Ridgeons League title 
last season. 

He said: “I can handle getting 
beaten, but the way you get beat 
does matter, and just thinking back 


over the years, I think that’s the 
worst performance by any team 
I’ve managed. 

“People will look at the referee and 
say he had a poor performance, but 
I won’t. The blame will lie with me, 
and rightly so, but the players 
ought to feel ashamed for that 
performance.

“Anybody watching them will 
wonder how they won the league 
last season on that performance.” 
Benjamin said it also ended hopes 
of a money-spinning run in the 
competition that would have 
helped boost the coffers in terms 
of adding to his squad. 

He said: “I’m bitterly disappointed 
because that was a big game for us 
in a lot of ways. Colin (Murfitt, 
chairman) is always very helpful if 
you need to get a player in, but the 
chance to get a bit of extra money 
has gone now.”
